Washington, May 8.—Declaration 
that he stood for an American navy 
not only equal to any other, but a 
“dominating” one “along lines not re- 
stricted by mutual agreement,” was 
made in an address here today by Sec- 
retary Wilbur before the republican 
women of the District of Columbia. 

“I etand absolutely for a 100 per 
cent navy, the equal, at least, in every 
respect of any power on land or sea,” 
Secretary Wilbur declared. “That is 
thy personal position, and I believe 
it should be the attitude of the gov- 
ernment and the mission of the de- 
partment. Although I say et least 
160 per cent equality, I see no rea-

Chignik, Alaska, May 5.—(On 
Board the United States Coast Guard 
Cutter Algonquin.)—We have not 
despaired of finding Major Frederick 
L. Martin, commander of the round- 
the-world flight and his mechanic, 
Alva Harvey. I received definite in- 
formation today from S. R. U. Sach- 
enrader, a white trader on the north 
side of Chignik lagoon, that he had 
seen Major Martin at 11 9. m. on 
April 30, flying up the lake in the 
direction of Bering sea. 


I also learned that before leaving 
Chignik the world flyers were pro- 
vided with a large package of sand- 
wiches and thermos bottles filled with 
hot coffee by Mrs. James Osmund, 
wife of the cannery owner at Chig- 
nik, at whose home they stayed, Mrs. 
Osmund is a resident of Astoria, Ore., 
and comes north each spring with her 
husband. 

This food, in addition to their regu- 
lar rations, may well be the means 
of saving their lives. From Sachen- 
roder’s statement it is evident that 
Major Martin changed his plans to 


Unalaska while in the air, due to the | 


snowstorm. Instead of flying from 
Chignik southwest he turned his ship 
due north and headed into the 25- 
mile wind blowing from the northwest 
in the hope of finding the wind on his 
right hand after he reached the Ber- 
ing sea side of the peninsula. The 
drift of his plane would then be con- 
tinually towards the land.-and not 
away from it, as would have been the 
case had he flown south. 

This is the most hopeful news up 


to date, for it gives us a definite lo- 
cality to search for the world flyers 
and eliminates. the..greatest fear of 
Captain Fabette, of the Algonquin, the 
major and his mechanic had been 
blown out into the mid-Pacific. The 
Indians sent out from Chignik with 
a dog team are now nearing Unanga- 
shik lake, where it is hoped that Ma- 
jor Martin landed his plane and is 
there at the village of Unangashik or 
waiting for help at the Jake. If they 
do not find him there they have been 
instructed to proceed as far as Ber- 
ing sea. They are equipped with first 
aid. 

The information as to whether or 
not the plane passed over Unangashik

seen by Sachenroder, and the Bering 
sea at Seal islands. It will take 48 
hours for the Indians to mush back 
from the Bering sea to Chignik with 
the information.

Less Than Half of At- 
lanta’s School Patrons | 
Are Listed for Taxation, | 
Declares Investigator. | 


INTERCIVIC COUNCIL

Committee To Be Named 
To Work With Tax Au- 
thorities on Solution of 
Problem. 


Immediate employment of an emer- 
gency corps of tax investigators will 
be urged on city council by Alderman

Washington, May 5.—Riding to vie- 

tory with the aid of republican in- 
surgents, democrats in the senate 
have put over their entire income tax 
rate program, including both normal 
and surtax schedules. 
The surtax schedule, which sets a 
maximum of 40 per cent, beginning 
at $500,000, was adopted by the sen- 
ute Monday afternoon by a vote of 
43 to 40, despite the defection of two 
democrats, Bruce, of Maryland, and 
Iidwards, of New Jersey. 

The normal rate schedule, reducing 
present rates below $8,000 exactly in 
balf, was adopted by a larger margin, 
44 to 37. On this vote, Bruce and Ed- 
wards again deserted their party 
ranks. 

The vote came as a surprise, Sen- 
ator Simmons, introducing the demo- 
cratic schedules as an amendment, 
which was followed by the roll call. 
Senator Smoot, Utah, announced he 
would call for a vote on the rate 
schedules. when the senate considers 
the bill in open session. The action 
Monday was taken by the senate sit- 
ting as a committeé of the whole.

Of. the 628 cars stolen in Georgia 

were recovered and 265 of the 
422 stolen in Atlanta were regained 
by owners, 

Startling Record. 

These figures, showing the star- 
tling record established by auto 
thieves in Atlanta and Georgia, in 
comparison with other southern cities 
and states, do not include cars stolen 
and recovered within a few days after 
being stripped of accessories. ‘The 
records set out are those reported to 
the detective bureau only. Thus offi- 
cials point out these figureg only 
show about 75 per cent of the actual 
number of cars stolen, taking into 
consideration the number recovered 
before reports are formally made to 
the Automobile Underwriters’ office. 
The figures cover the states of Ala- 
bama, Florida, North Carolina, Loui- 
siana, Virginia, Arkansas, Mississippi, 
South Carolina and Georgia. 

A total of 196 alleged thieves were 


brought to trial’ during the six 
months’ period covered by the report, 
with 109 convictions and an average 
sentence of two years plus, imposed. 
Only six were acquitted and 7% 
await trial. Sentences imposed aggre- 
gate 230 years, four months, 

In making public the report, Man- 
ager Claude Patterson and Assistant 
Manager John H. Dillard, of the Au- 
tomobile Underwriters’ Detective 
Pureau, reiterated their belief that 
unless “something is done Georgia 
will become the dumping ground for 
stolen automobiles.” 

Plan Special Laws. 

Tt is regarded certain that efforts 
will he made during the coming meet- 
ing of the Georgia legislature to enact 
special laws to make the operations of 
auto thieves more difficult. It is sug- 
gested that a registration of title 
law, similar to the laws in Alabama, 
Florida and North Carolina, be enact- 
ed. Legislatures in Virginia and 
South Carolina, recently adjourned, 
adopted special laws for registration 
of automobiles as protection against 
theft. 

This special law, it is staved, makes 
it impossible for a person to sell 
a car without a certificate of title 
from the secretary of state or such 
other official as may be designated 
to issue auto licenses. 

Thefts and recoveries in the terri- 
tory covered by the underwriters’ bu- 
reau were apportioned as follows: 
the number of thefts heing listed 
first: Florida, 276—135: Alabama, 
125—58: Arkansas, 25—16: Lonisi- 
ana, 185—45: North Carolina, 192— 
8G; Mississippi, 26—11; South Caro- 
lina. 119—40;: Virginia. 60—32, and 
outside territory, 84—29. The total 
of cars stolen was 1,720, and there 
were 806 recoveries. 

For the three months ending the 
first of the vear, there were S91 
thefts and 580 recoveries, slightly 
higher than the total for the three 
months ending with March, 1924. 
when there were 829 thefts and 545 
recoveries.

Rate Adopted by Council. 

The rate which was adopted by 
council Monday to become effective 
on June 1 fixed a net charge of $1 
for the first 800 cubic feet of water 
consumed, as opposed to the pre- 
vailing net charge of $1 for the first 
500 cubic feet of water consumed. 
This represents a proposed cut of 60 
per cent in the net minimum charge 
per 100 cubic feet. 

The new rate from 800 to 10,000 
cubic feet is 15 cents net per 100, 
while the prevailing rate 500 to 5,000 
is 20 cents and from 5,000 to 10,000 
is 16 cents. 

The new rate from 10,000 to 20,- 
000 is 13 cents net per 100, while 
the prevailing rate 10,000 to 15,000 
is 15 cents and 15,000 to 20,000 is 
14 cents. 

The new rate from 20,000 to 30,-| 
000 is 11 cents per 100, while the 
prevailing rate for 20,000 to 25,0000 
is 14 cents per 100 and 25,000 to 
30,000 13 cents per 10U. 

The new rate from 30,000 upward 
is 9 cents net per 100, while the 
prevailing rate 30,000 to 35,000 is 11 
cents and 35,000 upward is 10 1-2 
cents per 100. 

In Excess of 1923. 


The rate is slightly in excess of the 
rate in effect during the last half of 
1923, which was $1 for the first 800 
feet, 12 1-2 cents per hundred up to 
10,000; 12 cents per 100 up to 20,- 
000; 11 1-4 up to 30,000; 10 1-2 up 
to 40,000; 10 up to 50,000; 9 1-2 
up to 60,000; 9 up to 70,000 and 8 3-4 
for quantities in excess of 70,000. 

The inerease in the amount of wa- 
ter allowed for the minimum charge 
of $1 would benefit about 12,000 peo- 
ple, according to the records in the 
waterworks department, The amount 
of the reduction is gradwally decreased 
as the quantity increases because the 
original increases were made on @ 
sliding scale. 

All net rates quoted are subject to 
an additional 5 cents per 100 cubie 
feet if bills are not paid within 10 
days and the minimum net rate is 
increased 25 cents if the bill is not 
paid within that time. 

All consumers outside the city 
limits pay double the amount quoted 
for city consumers except industrial 
plants and colleges which pay 50 per 
cent inore.

final solutiop of the traffic problem 
which it is the intention of the en- 
gineers to propose when they com- 
plete their report. 

Atlanta was declared to have the 
highest population per square mile of 
any city of its size in the United 
States. The engineers declared that 
the estimated population of 9,230 
persons per square mile is 50 per 
cent higher than the average. This 
compactness of pepecaties accentuates 
the traffic problem, the engineers 
stated. 

Use of motor vehicles has in- 
creased from 13,446 in 1918 to 388. 
251 in 1923, further complicating the 
problem, it was reported. 

Irregular arrangement of streets 
and the further fact that the “princi- 
pal business district of the city, 
bounded by Pryor, Spring, Ellis and 
Mitchell streets, is less than one-sixth 
of a square mile, further increases 
congestion. 


Speed of Vehicles, 


Average speeds of motor vehicles 
were recorded as averaging 7.67 miles 
an hour on Peachtree, 6.28 miles 
on Forsyth, 6.65 miles on Broad, 7 
miles on Marietta and 7.14 miles for 
the entire district. Street car traf- 
fic was found to move at an average 
speed of 4.11 miles through the busi- 
ness district. The aim of the en- 
ginners is to find means of speeding 
up this movement. 

The engineers reported that actual 
count showed an average, during rush 
hours, of 16,286 people carried in 346 
street cars in one hour and 6,345 peo- 
ple carried in 3,505 other vehicles 
during the same period, supporting 
the claim that street cars should he 
given precedence. in traffic movement 
because more people were dependent 
on them. 


Traffic Recommendations. 


The recommendations were explain- 
ed as follows: 

Remedies Proposed. 

Remedies for traffic evils, as suggested 
by the investigators, are as follows: 

Various remedies for the improvement of 
transportation conditions have been pro- 
posed, and some of them instituted with 
good effect. Several widening projects 
have been completed, notably Peachtree 
street, West Peachtree street and Piedmont 
avenue. As a result, traffic movements 
have been accelerated on these streets out- 
side of the business district. The recent 
completion of the Spring street viaduct has 
ben instrumental in diverting a large por- 
tion of the vehicular traffic, but it is evi- 
ident that further relief is urgently needed 
along the lines proposed by the city plan 
commission, especially the building of the 
viaducts on Pryor street and Central are- 
nue. 

It is in the matter of the location and 
spacing of car stops, donble berthing of 
street cars, establishment of suitable safety 
zones, and strict enforcement of parking 
regulations that additional results of a 
desirable nature can be accomplished quick- 
ly.

At a junction 
point the stop should not be made on joint 
tracks, if possible to make it on the branch 
tracks, thereby preventing the stopping of 
cars of one route from interfering with 
movements of cars on the other. 

Immediate readjustment of a number of 
the stop locations in the congested area 
should help the genera) traffic movements 
while the faster speed of cars will be of 
inestimable value to the street car patrons. 

Double Berthing. 

The present method of loading a single 
car at a time is largely responsible for 
the lingering movements of cars through the 
congested area. One car will consume half 
a minute er more in loading while the one 
directly behind does nothing but block the 
street traffic. In order to alleviate this 
condition double berthing, or loading of 
cars in pairs, must be employed at all the 
stops included within this congested dis- 
trict. The first car to approach the stop 
should always take the forward position. 
When a second car arrives while the first 
is still standing, it invariably should take 
the second berth, and when it goes forward 
after taking on and discharging passengers, 
it shonld proceed without stopping at the 
forward position unless detained by the 
traffie officer. This will avoid confusion 
as to which berth the car is to occupy, and 
no time wifl be wasted in making more 
than one stop to serve the same location. 

Safety Zones and Raised Platforms. 

At the more important stopping places 
safety zones consisting of ropes and stan- 
chions are installed in which passengers 
may congregate directly at the point for 
boarding the car. It has been found that 
with a free path for vehicles outside the 
car tracks and safety zones, the movement 
of all traffic is accelerated. With the in- 
stitution of double berthing these safety 
zones where not already long enough should 
be extended to accom te two cars.

Wherever there is heavy loading and the 
streets are wide enough to rmit them, 
raised safety-isle platforms uld be in- 
stalled at the loading points. Their use 
permits more rapid loading since the raised 
platform eliminates the first step from the 
street into the car. They protect the public 
more effectively than any other’ practical 
arrangement. Boarding and alighting ac- 
cidents will be decreased and the comfort 
of ee agar passengers greatly enhanced 
by having a safe pbace to stand in. We 
recommend their immediate installation at 
the following locations: 

Peachtree at Auburn, northbound; Broad 
at Alabama, northbound; Broad at Ala- 
bama, southbound: Broad at Marietta, north- 
bound; Broad at rietta, southbound; Ma- 
rietta at Broad, eastbound; “Marietta at 
Broad, westbound; Alabama at Forsyth, 


westbound. 
Plaform Change. 

As soon as the necessary special work is 
installed it is proposed to reverse the di- 
rection of the cars on Alabama street be- 
tween Forsyth and Broad streets. Should 
this be done soon it would be well to 
suspend building the platform at Forsyth on 
Alabama and construct one on Alabama at 
Broad. 

The use of platforms not only adds te 
the comfort and safety of the car riders, 
but facilitates the movement of general 
street traffic. The platforms must be 
owned and controlled by the city and al- 
ways subject to the police regulations, 

Street Collectors. 

Street collectors are employed at the 
heavier loading pointe. These men sell 
fares and issue receipte of payment to 
passengers who deliver them to the motor- 
man on entering the front end of the car. 
By this means the loading time is short- 
ened and cars are loaded more evenly, there- 
by increasing the comfort of the patrons. 
This feature is especially adaptable here 
because it segregates to a certain extent 
the mixed loading. This street collector 
also aids in directing the movement of the 
car since he is in a position to see every 
one wishing to board. 

At present street collectors are employed 
at the following locations: Hunter at 
Pryor, westbound; Broad at Hunter, north- 
bound; Broad a Alabama, northbound; 
Edgewood at Pryor, eastbound; Houston at 
Peachtree, eastbound; Peachtree at Hous- 
ton, northbound; Ellis at Peachtree, north- 
bound: Walton at Broad, eastbound. 

With the double berthing and increased 
concentration of loading, this feature 
should be extended to cover all of the 


The company will be well repaid by the 
faster movement of cars and the better 
use that is made of the available. car 
capacity. Car patrons will appreciate the 
more comfortable conditions resulting from 
this method of loading as well as the 
higher car speeds. General traffic condi- 
tions will be improved and street capacity 
increased by street cars keeping in motion. 
Traffic Regulations and Parking. 

Where either loading platforms or safety 
zones are installed they will fail of their 
purpose unless traffic is kept moving. 
Regulations should be such that vehicles will 
not be required to stop behind standing 
street cars, but will proceed past the safety 
zones or platforms whenever the traffic 
officer permits. No vehicle should be al- 
lowed to stop opposite platforms or safety 
zones at any time except for traffic con- 
trol. 

Vehicles must keep clear of the car tracks 
in approaching street intersections and at 
all double berthing and loading points. 
Owing to their superior carrying capacity, 
the street cars should be given the prefer- 
ence as far as practical in crossing move- 
ments by traffic officers and the other 
movements coordinated therewith, This will 
facilitate the movement of the greatest 
number of people with a minimum loss of 
time. Full recognition of the relative im- 
portance of the various factors of mass 
transportation must not be lost sight of. 

The system of controlling traffic by 
means of signal lights is a commendable 
one, but it will fail of its chief purpose 
if personal supervision is lacking in direct- 
ing the more complicated traffic move- 

ents. 

a Parking Problem. 

In Atlanta, as in most large cities, park- 
ing is becoming a serious problem. Its 
effect on vehicular movements is very 
acute here because of the many narrow 
streets. Angular parking is especially un- 
desirable as allowed on Marietta street. 
The cars in backing into the roadway cause 
traffic interference and increase the acci- 

nt hazard. 

“S cities like New York and Chicago, the 
use of private automobiles in the con- 
gested area is comparatively insignificant. 
In Chicago’s loop district all parking is 
prohibited during the evening rush hours, 
There may be as yet no general necessity 
for such a drastic step here, but the time 
is rapidly approachipg when all parking 
will be prohibited on the main thorough- 
fares of important cities and their use 
given over solely to moving traffic, 

One stretch where similar action is neces- 
sary in Atlanta ts along the three blocks on 
Peachtree street between Luckie and Ellis 
streets. This constitutes the chief bottle 
neck through which the heaviest car and 
vehicular traffic passes in entering and 
leaving the business district. Traffic jams 
are of dally and frequently of hourly oc- 
currence. Parking on either side of this 
street within these three blocks should be 
prohibited.

THREATENING BOLT

cle Shoals. ‘he farmers say there is 
a campaign of opposition to that con- 
tract which they cannot account for, 
but which they resent deeply. It 
should be remembered that Henry 
Ford’s offer to Muscle Shoals was not 
inspired of Ford’s own initiative, but 
came from one of the great farm or- 
ganizations, the American Farm Bu- 
reau federation. It was the officers 
of this organization that called Ford's 
suaded him to take the ide¥ up Their 
motive was to utilize the great war- 
time investment the government had 
made at Muscle Shoals by arranging 
for Ford to make fertilizer at a price 
kept low by the fact that he would 
not need to pay interest on much of 
the original investment. Apparently, 
it was the officers of this farm or- 
ganization that actually wrote the 
contract. 
Farmers Wrote Clause, 

That document has one of the most 
remarkable clauses ever written into 
a contract. By it, Ford undertakes 
to make and sell fertilizer at a net 
profit of not over 8 per cent; and in 
order that this may be carried out, 
he agrees that his books shall be in- 
spected, and the selling price of the 
fertilizer regulated by a board consist- 
ing of representatives of the American 
Farm Cooperative Union of America. 
The fight to give Muscle Shoals to 
Ford is now the fight of these or- 
ganizations, and not of Ford himself, 
These farm organizations are now in- 
clined to complain a little because, 
as they say, Ford is unwilling to lend 
a hand in the fight. From other quar- 
ters the hint comes, in fact, that Ford 
does not now take as much interest 
in the project as he did, that he went 
into it in a mood of enthusiasm that 
has now passed off, and that some of 
his intimate associates, including his 
wife and son, are opposed to his 
going on with it. 

Norris Opposes Ford. 

A curious cross-current to this fight 
of the farm organizations to give Mus- 
cle Shoals to Ford is the fact that a 
few senators, notably Norrie, of Ne- 
braska, who are at the front of most 
movements to aid the farmer, are vio- 
lently opposed to this one. Norris’ 
position is that the government 
should retain Muscle Shoals and 
manufacture the fertilizer itself. Nor- 
ris, holding this position, is in a cu- 
rious line-up with the capitalists and 
others who oppose the Ford offer for 
diametrically opposed reasons. If the 
Ford offer fails to be adopted, it will 
be because of this queer combination 
between advocates of the government 
manufacture of fertilizer. and inter- 
ests who feel that Henry Ford should 
not be given at Muscle Shoals a fran- 
chise for making water power which 
runs 100 years and is free from gov- 
ernment regulation, while every other 
water power company is restricted to 
50 years and is held subject to strict 
government regulation. 

Favor McNary-Haugen Bill.

WORSE THAN WAR! 


Traffic accidents in Atlanta con- 
tinue to pile up daily. The number 
of deaths and casualties from this 
cause alone since January ist has 
broken all previous records. 

It is doubtful if it does not break 
the record of any other city of the 
same size in the world. 

Two children were among the 
killed Saturday; eleven injured, 
some fatally, Sunday, and the. lives 
of many children seriously menaced; 
and even before the work-whistles 
had started the machinery of Mon- 
day Into action two other victims 
were run down and seriously, if 
not fatally, injured. 

The streets of Atlanta are becom- 
ing as unsafe as the firing-line of 
a battle. Every day, without a sin- 
gle exception, there are a number 
of serious injuries, and there {fs 
scarcely a day in which one or more 
people are not killed by these ac- 
cidents. It is worse than war, 
deaths and casualties considered. 
Not any war in history, averaged 
through its existence, has drawn as 
heavy a toll from the same number 
of participants in an average time 
as the war of traffic is drawing in 
‘Atlanta today. 

Agencies are at work, desperate- 
ly in earnest too, to minimize traf- 
fic. accidents, but they go tragically 
on all the same, The appalling 
Story of the results, In deaths and 
injuries, is displayed daily from the 
three viewpoints of the Five Points 
triangle. Thousands see the figures 
daily and marvel, but the accidents 
continue to swell in volume. 

The traffic committee of council 
has wrestled—indeed is wrestling 
-—-with the problem. The Safety 
council and the Sane Drivers’ club 
wrestle with it. The police depart- 
ment is daily and rightly wrestling 
with it. Arrests are made dally, 
sometimes scores of them, but the 
traffic accidents continue without 
abatement. The situation | 
worse; certainly not any better. 

The grand Jury in its spring term 
presentments “‘urges upon the city 
authorities immediate, proper and 
serious steps be taken to give to the 
city a reasonable, adequate and ef- 
ficient traffic ordinance regulating 
automobiles, and that this be done 
without fear or favor, that the lives 
and safety of the citizens of this 
community be protected.” 

* All of which is most excellent ad- 
vice, but just the other day a new 
traffic ordinance was vetoed on the 
ground that Atlanta has too many 
traffic laws and too little enforce-

A STEP FORWARD. 

The editors of all the South Car- 
olina newspapers that are members 
of the Associated Press, and this in- 
cludes all of the leading daily morn- 
ing and afternoon papers in the 
State, have paid that organization 
a well deserved tribute. 

At the same time the South Car- 
Olina newspapers have correctly in- 
terpreted the will of public opinion 
regarding news — and particularly 
political news—and the desire that 
it shall be unbiased, always accurate 
and thus always dependable, and 
certainly always free from reflecting 
any. of the party or factional views 
of the individual newspaper’s edi- 
torial policy. 

In South Carolina the state cam- 
paigns are conducted differently 
from those in any other state in 
the union. All of the candidates 
for state house offices make a tour 
of the state in a body and hold joint 
debates at each county seat. These 
debates usually attract throngs of 


This tour is conducted under the 
auspices of the state democratic 
committee. Heretofore each of the 
leading daily papers, covering cities 
like Columbia, Charleston, Spartan- 
burg, Greenville, Anderson, Green- 
wood and so on, have had repre- 
sentatives following the tour, usual- 
ly continuing through sixty or more 
days. 

In spite of the well-known rule 
of newspaperdom that all news shall 
be accurate and unbiased, it is only 
natural that the enthusiastic per- 
sonal preferences of individual 
papers thus represented crept into 
the reports. 


With the Associated Press’ record 
for accuracy, completeness and ab- 
solute abrogation of all partizanship 
in its news reports so well estab- 
lished, the Associated Press has been 
asked not only to supervise for all 
the absolute press papers in South 
Carolina during the primary election 
news, but to assign a staffman to 
the campaign, 
thus eliminating past factional and 
biased reports, and assuring for the 
readers of all the papers alike cor- 
rect and thoroughly dependable 
news reports of the various meet- 
ings. 

This is not only something new 
in newspaper cooperation, and a 
Striking tribute to a great news

It is precisely this interpretation 
of the public demand that influenced

There is nothing more distracting 
to a newspaper reader than to find 
unreliable, untrustworthy and parti- 
sanly biased the news columns of 
his or her favorite newspaper. A 
truth, ceases to 
function as such when news is col- 
ored, cut or exploited to meet per- 
sonal views or political policies. 

By the same token the editorial 
page is accepted as the editor’s 
views, and so long as they comport 
to high-class, intelligent discussions 
of public issues they are expected 
to reflect, fearlessly and vigorously, 
the outstanding policies for which 
the newspaper stands. 

The position of the South Caro- 
line daily press will be commended 
by all, and it may be taken as the 
dawn of a new day in southern 
journalism—the day that will bring 
an end to the old theory that news 
columns may properly be perverted 
to factional purposes or used for 
selfish political ends. 

The news columns of a news- 
paper belong to the reader, who has 
a right to demand the truth, and 
nothing but the truth in all news 
reports—and that is the very foun-

RESUSCITATION, 

If Uncle George made the medicine 
cabinet strictly eccording to the plans 
and specifications of this series of 
ta:ks we've been having about the 
management of minor ills and emer- 
gencies, he provided two or three 
empty pigeon holes or spaces between 
the phenolphthalein and the Seidlitz 
powders, both of which we discussed 
last time, the medicines, not the holes, 
as you have probably forgotten—or 
if you did cut it out somebody went 
and used it for a shaving paper or to 
light his pipe. Let us take advantag3 
of these empty spaces and make sure 


just how we ought to go about re- 
suscitating a person who is overcome 
y gas, smoke, suffocation, carbon 
monoxide from the exhaust of an au- 
temobile, or one who is apparent!y 
drowned or shocked by electricity. In 
other words, how to perform—a word 
I hate, so let us day rather how to 
do artificial respiration, Such knowl- 
edge naturally belongs to the physical 
side, so it is a saa but horribly com- 
mon occurrence for poorly educated 
people to stand by utterly helpless 
while a precious life*ebbs away for 
want of just a little knowledge such 
as any Boy Scout or any Girl Scout 
has; God bless the men and women 
who gave us the scouts. 

First, let. me impress upon you as 
forcibly as possible three don’ts 
which apply in any drowning emer- 
gency or whenever resuscitation or ar- 
titicial respiration is to be used. 

1. Don’t look for a barrel. 

2. Don’t try to “pump the arms.” 

3. Don’t wait for a pulmotor or 
any other apparatus to arrive.

More than $5,000,000 has been 
expended in gathering a scientific li- 
brary of 2, films, many of which 
were made under the direction of the 
United States Public Health ce 
and other government agencies. 

One of these machines, on which 
quantity production is just starting, 
will be demonstrated at the conven- 
tion with special films made up to fill 
the demand of the Tuberculosis asso- 
ciation. The series is from | 
Science of Life,” made for the United 
States Public Health Service. It 
gives microscopic studies showing how 
germs pass from one person to 
another; the danger of the fly and 
the best methods for the care of babies 
and young children to keep them from 
becoming susceptible to many germs.

DESTROY PEACH DROPS 
BULLETIN WARNS 


Fort Valley, Ga., May 5.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Instructions for the benefit of 
Georgia peach growers issued by the 
state department in cooperation with 
the United States department of ag- 
riculture warn planters concerning 
peach “drops,” and tell planters to 
destroy them. The bulletins are is- 
sued in order to inform growers of 
the scientific way to protect the 


ht eet et 


crops. + 

The bulletin follows: 

“A large percentage of the small peaches 
that are now falling are infested with 
curculio larvae, or ‘worms.’ This fact 
indicates that many adult curculios are 
present in the peach orchards of middle 
Georgia, notwithstanding the unusually cold 
winter, which caused some to believe that 
the insect had been killed out. 

‘Growers are, therefore advised to start 
immediately to pick up all smail peaches 
that fall prematurely, in order to erduce 
the number of curculios in orchards. In 


the Rileys, Georgia Belles and Elbertas at 
harvest are second-generation ‘worms,’ the 
eyags of which were deposited by adnits 
that resulted from ‘worms’ in the peaches 
dropped in April and May. If these drops 
are picked up and destroyed the numbers 
of the second brood will be materially 
reduced, by preventing thousands of the 
first brood from reaching the adult stage. 
The eggs for the destructive second brood 
are deposited by these first-generation 
adults,

The first collection should be made about | 
n week after the small peaches begin to} 
fall, and the other two at intervals of 
five or six days. A special effort should | 
be made to collect first the smallest | 
peaches that drop, as the smallest ‘drop’ | 
are the ones most likely to contain cur- | 
culio ‘worms.’ All ‘drops’ should be de- 
stroyed as soon as they are collected, by 
burying in a trench 18 to 24 inches below 
the surface of the soil. A layer of qhick- 
lime should be placed over the ‘drops’ before 
filling in with soil. The ‘worms’ can be 
destroyed by boiling the ‘drops,’ if this can 
be conveniently done. Burning ‘drops’ has 
not proved very satisfactory. 

“On ag€count of the extent of the cur- 
culio infestation in middle Georgia it is 
necessary for peach growers to pick up 
and destroy peach ‘worms,’ in addition to 
the various spraying or dusting applications, 
if the insect is to be kept under satisfactory 
control. Growers are also advised to use 
ng extension disk under the spread of 

e trees as frequently as possible between 
May 1 and July 1, to prevent curculio pupae 
in the soil from reaching the adult, or 
beetle, stage. 

*‘Detailed information en spraying, dust- 
ing, and other methods of peach insect 
and disease control can be obtained by ap- 
plying to the government and state labora- 
tory here."’

WHEAT UNSETTLED 
AT CLOSE MONDAY 


Chicago, May 5.—German election 
results and talk of enlarged German 
credit facilities in the United States 
were among the reasons given to ex- 
plain wheat price upturns which took 
place today. The market closed un- 
settled at the same as Saturday's fin- 
ish to 1-2¢ higher, Mezy $1.04 to 
$1.04 18 and July $1.06 3-8 to 
$1.06 3-8@1.06 1-2, with corn at 1-S8c 
decline to 3-S8c advance, oats at a 
shade lower to 1-8c gain, and pro- 
visions varying from unchanged fig- 
ures to a J-cent drop. 

Although more attention was de- 
voted to assumed likelihood that an in- 
crease of business with Germany as 
well as with other European countries 
had been brought considerably nearer, 
wheat traders seemed to be impressed 
also with indications of improvement 
in the financial situation northwest. 
A bank merger at St. Paul was taken 
here to mean that no further selling 
of wheat need be expected to result 
from Saturday’s failure there. A dis- 
position to go slow, however, on either 
side of the market was shown pending 
action on farm products legislation at 
Washington. 

After scoring a moderate advance in 
price during the early dealings, the 
wheat market eased temporarily, but 
rallied again at the last. ‘The tran- 
sient sethack was due to the fact 
that a decrease of the United States 
visible supply total was less than ex- 
pected. On the other hand, shipping 
out of some wheat taken in on May 
contracts here helped to restore the 
upward slant of values, and so did 
10,414,000-bushel decrease of the 
Canadian visible supply. 

Corn and oats” were’ governed 
mainly by the action of wheat. Ideal 
weather for corn planting was offset 
by a liberal decrease of the visible 
supply of corn. 

Heavy receipts of hogs tended to 
weaken provisions.

ON COTTON BOARD 


BY THOMAS STOKES. 

Washington, May 5.—(Special.)— 
L. B. Jackson, director of the Geor- 
gia bureau of markets, has been se- 
lected as one of the five members of 
the consulting board of the depart- 
ment of commerce to confer from 
time to time about cotton statistics 
issued by the department, especially 
the bureau of the census. He will be 
appointed by Secretary Hoover on 
recommendation of Senator Harris. 
Other members of the board also will 
come from southern states. This was 
learned Monday and official an- 
nouncement will be made shortly. 

Legislation introduced by Senator 
Harris providing for changes in the 
law te insure better cotton statistics 
has been passed, and other sugges- 
tions have been made to the depart- 
ment by special committees appointed 
as the result of activities of senators 
from the cotton producing states. 

The advisory committee of which 
Mr. Jackson will be a member will 
be authorized by Secretary Hoover 
to meet from time to time for the 
purpose of coordinating cotton sta- 
tistics and assuring the best possible 
information to the growers and all 
others interested. 


JACKSON WELL POSTED 
ON COTTON CONDITIONS. 


L. B. Jackson is one of the best 
posted men on agricultural conditions 
in Georgia. As head of the state bu- 
reau of markets, a bureau of the de- 
partment of agricalture, he is in reg- 
ular weekly touch with 100,000 farm- 
ers through the Market Bulletin. 

He is also in charge of the work 
of organizing cooperative associations 
in the state to market various prod- 
ucts of the soil and farm. Largely 
as a result of his work, it is stated, 
farmers of Georgia have received 
millions more for their products than 
they otherwise would have been paid. 

Mr. Jackson also was instrumental 
in having more warehouses bonded 
under the federal warehouse act than 
any other individual or organization 
in Georgia or possibly in all of the 
southern states combined. 

In bis new capacity he undoubtedly 
will be given new opportunities to 
serve the farmers in helping to guard 
against errors in publication of ad- 
vance cotton. statistics, a ~- service 
which is probably of vital concern 
in preventing unjustified bear raids 
on the cotton price.

Methodists Rap | 
Butler tor View 
On Prohibition 


New York, May 5.—Views of Dr. 
Nicholas Murray Butler concerning 
the impossibility of enforcing the pro- 
hibition law were assailed as “radi- 
cal, superficial and unfounded” by 
150 Methodist ministers meeting 
here Monday. 

A resolution of rebuke was drawn 
up for presentation to the trustees 
of Columbia university, of which: Dr. 
Butler is president. 

The action was voted at a meeting 
of the Methodist Ministerial associa- 
tion at about the same time that the 
trustees of Columbia were preparing 
to convene for their regular monthly 
meeting in the university library. 

A member of the Columbia board 
said after the meeting that the reso- 
lution had not reached the trustees 
before adjournment, and thus would 
not come to the board’s attention 
until the next meeting, which will 
be held in June. He added that the 


received such widespread publicity fol- 
lowing his address before the Missouri 
society last week, had not. been 
touched upon by the trustees. 

After a spirited discussion the min- 
isters drew up and_ unanimously 
adopted the following resolution: 


Text of Resolution. 


“Whereas, President Nicholas Mur- 
ray Butler, of Co!umbia university, 
has recently made radical, superficial 
and unfounded statements about the 

ossibility of enforcing the prohibition 
aw, and whereas he slurred the sup- 
porters of prohibition by calling them 
deluded dupes: and be it further 

‘Resolved, That we, the Methodist 
Ministerial association in regular 
meeting, emphatically protest to the 
board of trustees of Columbia univer- 
sity, first against the language which 
is beneath the dignity of a president 
of a great university like Columbia, 
and second against President But- 
ler’s attitude on prohibition, which, 
in our judgment, is not the right 
kind of patriotic example to set be- 
fore the thousands of young men and 
women training for aditizenship in 
Columbiq university.” 

Student opinion.on the controversy 
which is raging over the remarks of 
President Butler seems to be equally 
divided. 

The last issue of “The Spectator,” 
the university daily newspaper, com- 
ments in part as follows: , | 

“While granting that prohibition 
has bred lawlessness and contempt 
for -the constitution, we must disagree 
with President Butler’s view that it 
is impossible to enforce the eight- 
eenth amendment. ; 

“Prohibition is not a bad thing 
simply because it is not easy. What 
great reform was ever accomplished 
along the lines of least resistance?’
